President Roosevelt, with Mrs. Roosevelt 
‘and Miss Alice Roosevelt, will reach St. Louis 
tomorrow morning at 4 o'clock, with other 
members of his party. . 

That is his actual time of arrival, The. 
“official” time will be 9:30. The private 


car will be taken directly to the world’s fair | 


grounds, where the president will awake, and 
where his busy day of sightseeing will keep 
him. He is to see the fair as no othef visitor 
has seen it, and to compress months of visit- 
ing into twelve hours. 

Bach building at the fair will be closed to 
the public from the time the president enters 
till he leaves it. This is an extra precaution. 


Secrecy Ig a Feature. 

Secrecy and secret service are prominent 
features of the program for his entertain- 
ment, The entire schedule of events has been 
hidden as well as possible. It was published 
once and immediately changed. The ar- 


rangements for policing the fair groundsare 


the most complete ever undertaken for the 
protection of the president. 

There will be policemen, secret service men, 
detectives, Jefferson guards, soldiers, and 


other classifications of guardsmen at every 


step he takes. They will be in the buildings 
he inspects, at the elbows of exhibiters and 
boothkeepers, in the crowds everywhere, 


- Seeks to Avoid Crowds. 


The exposition company wishes to avoid 


crowds massing at various points along the 
line of the president's progress, preferring 
that the people scatter, thus reducing the 
inconvenience to the presidential party to 
the minimum.

In the foreign buildings the president will 
hold receptions, standing with members of 
the entertainment committee and foreign 
commissioners in a room to which those who 
pass the secret service men at the door may 
enter, one at a time, and sliake hands. 


Detectives as Body Guard. 

Only six St. Louis detectives will be in the 
immediate personal bodyguard of the presi- 
dent, but all others, together with many spe- 
cial officers and visiting detectives trom other 
cities, to the number of 194, will be assigned 
to positions along the route. 

At the president's banquet in the Tyrolean 
Alps tomorrow night it has been decided that 
the women shall wear hats and high necked 
gowns. This was determined by a long dis- 
tance conference of resident Francis and 
Secretary Loeb today. No woman guest not 
so clad will be admitted, it is announced. 


Greeted on the Journey. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 26.—After travers- 
Ing the states of Pennsylvania; West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, and Indiana, President Roose- 
velt is speeding across the state of Illinois 
tonight en route to &t. Louis, where for two 
days he and his party will be the guests of 
the officials of the Louisiana Purchase ee 
sitiqn. 

The feature of the journey from Wash- 
ington to Indianapolis was the enthusiasm 
with which the president everywhere was re- 
ceived. Since daylight every station through 
which the special train has passed was 
thronged with people anxious even to catch 
a glimpse of the president. 


Glad to Be Indiana.

Father of Victim Wants Game 
Stopped in Four States. 


PROMISED BILL IN ILLINOIS. 


His Son and Namesake Fatally In- 
jured on Marshall Field Nov. 5. 


State legislation forbidding the playing of 
football in Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin is being urged by James Francis 
Rowley, 6515 Kimbark avenue, whose son, 
James Francis Rowley Jr., died from in- 
juries received in a game on Nov. 5. 

Parents of sons who have been killed fn 
the season just closed have been asked to co- 
operate with him. Through the enactment 
of a similar law in the four named states at 
the same time Mr. Rowley expects to secure 


state profiting from the abolttion of the sport 
in neighboring institutions. 

State Senator William Matthews of Bed- 
ford, Ind., whose son died from injuries in

Anti-Football Bill Promised.

“In a game on Marshall field on 
Nov. 6 he was kicked in the abdomen. He 
was taken in an unconscious condition to the

Days of the Terror Recalled. _ 
Go many years have passed since the ter- 
rorist @uel in Russia that those terrible 
Gays are scarce remembered now. Alexander 


Il. was a monarch with ‘liberal tendencies, 


and yet he was assassinated. The resnit was 


@ nataral reaction and the pendulum in Rus- | 


sia swung from the extreme promise of lib- 
eralism to the extreme form of oppression. 

The terrorist duel began practically in 
1877, when the first gteaftrial of the nihilists 
began. One~hundred and sixty were sen- 
tenced to penal servitude in one batch, Then 
began a long Ust of assassinations which 
filled the world with horror. .< 

Gen. de Mesentzoff, chief of the police, was 
assassinated in St. Petersburg on Aug. 16, 
1878, He was succeeded by Gen, Drentelen, 
and in a few months he,was shot by Alex- 
ander Solovieff, who also tried to assassinate 
the czar. Solovief€ was executed. Three 
months later Leon Mirsky was sentenced to 
death for a second attempt to kill Gen. 


Nihilists Are Persistent. 

In December, 1879, an attempt was made to 
assassinate the ezar by blowing up his rail- 
way train. Twelve days later an attempt 
to blow up the winter palace was frustrated. 

In February, 1880, the guard room of the 
winter palace was blown up and eleven sol- 
diers killed. The czaragain escaped. A year 


later the czar, Alexander.II., was ‘@ssas;, 


sinated. 
Alexander Il. was assassinated a few days 
before he was about to sign the project of 
representative instiutions elaborated by 
Count Doris Melikoff, for the counéil had 
approved the project by a vote of 9 to 5. 


The trial and execution or banishment of 


the terrorists continued and so did the 
assassinations. 


Assassinations Are Frequent. 
Gen, Strelnikoff,. public prosecutor, was 
assassinated by two students on March 30. 
1882. Lieut. Sudeiken, chief of the secret 
police, and his nephew were killed on Dec. 28, 
1883. In that year and in 1884 hundreds of 
men and women suspected of terrorism were 
sent’ to prison after secret trial and thou- 
sands were exiled to Siberia. ;' 
Gradually the reign of terror ceased. The 
liberal tendencies of the present czar were 
everywhere recognized and the revolution- 
ary party in Ryssia began to regard him as 
the real friend of the people. Of recent 
months, however, the yrevolutionists have 
shown a more men attitude and all 
Russia again dreads a renewal of their ac- 
tivity.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—It ie learned 
on excellent authority that the Japanese 
army has beén ordered to renew ite attaék 
on Port Arthur today and to take the main 


fortifications at any Cost.

‘LONDON, Nov. 26, 3 a. m.—The Japanese} 


have made marked -progress in the siege of 
Port Arthur in the last forty-eight haurs, and 
a general assault is looked for at once, 

The dispatch from Washington stating that 
Gen. Nogi has been: ordered to make a gen- 
eral assault on the fortress, regardiess of the 
eost to life, is believed here to have deep 
significance. 

In fact, there are reasons for believing that 
fhe Washington bulletin is based on diplo- 
matic information @irect from Tokio and that 
therefore it is to all intents and purposes 
official. As a result of this belief, thereis a 
general belief at the military clubs in Lon- 


don that Gen. Nogi is about to make another | 


Port Arthur by 
storm. 
| Forts Finally Captured? 

Veiled dispatches from Nogi’s headquar- 
ters indicate*that the besiegers finally have 
captured the forts on Erlung (Rihblung), 

, and Keekwan mountains. 
A dispatch from Gen. Nogi’s headquarters 


“ The possession of the Rihlung and Keek- 
wan forts enables the Japanese to place a 
sufficient force on the north front of the east- 
ern ridge of forts to execute a sweeping 
movement against the battery positions on 
the crest of the western ridge of forts and 203 
meter hill, which as yet they have not cap- 
tured.” 

This is a direct but unofficial statement 
that the Japanese now occupy the forts on 
the three heights named. 


 Foreshadowed at Tokio. 

The capture of these forts was foreshad- 
owed by a Tokio dispatch, also unofficial, 
saying: 

“It is reported that the Japanese saps di- 
rected against Rihlung mountain, Songshu 
mountain, and East Keekwan mountain 
have reached the base of the center ditches. 
The defensive works outside the parapets 
of Rihlung mountain and Songshu moun- 
tain have been captured, leaving the Rus- 
sians in possession of the parapets only. 
The Japanese guns are shelling the para- 
pets and inflicting heavy damage. The oc- 
cupation of the forts is expected shortly. 
If the forts are taken the capture of Port 
Arthur proper seems assured within a short 
time."’ 


STOESSEL READY TOQUIT? 


TOKIO, Nov. 25.—It: ts beMeved that 
portant developments in the slege of Port « 


Arthur are impending. This. belief seems 
based mainly on unofficial! reports of the suc- 
cessful progress of the sapping operations 
against the Erlungshan, Songshushan, and 
Keekwan forts. 

The Japanese general staff makes public 
no news except that prisoners say that Gen. 
Stoessel is inclined to surrender to save the 
lives of the surviving members of the gar- 
rison, but that Gen. Smirnoff, commandant 
at Laotishan, who, it is alleged, is on bad 
terms with Gen. Stoessel, obstinately scouts 
the idea of surrendering, saying he has given 
his word to the czar to hold out until the 
last drop of blood is shed. 


RUSSIA EXPECTS THE WORST. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 26, 3:30 a. m.~— 
The report that the Japanese are concentrat- 
ing their energies for a desperate assault on 
Port Arthur, in view of the approach of the 
Baltic squadron, is quite generally credited 
in official quarters. 

Such a move has been expected to transpire 
as soon as the Japanese learn that the squad- 
ron’s trip was an actuality and no mere dem- 
onstration. 

The authorities are prepared to hear terri- 
ble reports of the projected assault. While 
not hagarding a guess whether thé fortress 
can be carried if the besiegers are utterly re- 
gardiess of human life, they are confident 
that Gen. Stoessel will be able to make such 
an attack one of the costliest operations in 


history. 


SCATTERING SHOTS HEARD. 

MUKDEN, Nov. 25.—Last night passed: 
quietly, though @uring Thursday a few scat- 
tering shots were heard along the front, par- 
ticularly in a southeasterly direction. 

There are large bands of Chinese bandits 
in the neighborhood of Tie pass, though no 
Japanese officers have been noticed among 
them. 

The army around Mukden is making dug- 
outs, which are warm and comfortable; and 
this is regarded as evidence of an intention 
to pass the winter in the present location.

This mixed Up state of affairs is the culmi- 
nation of a meeting of the public service 
committee, composed of all the members of 
the board, which lasted all day, and at which 
the physicians, both the opponents and the 
upholders of the civil service examination, 
were present and said what they to say. 


Jealous of Rush 

From the t of the remarks it appeared 
that those posing the application of the 
merit law to the eounty hospital medica! staff 
are a trifie jealous of what they term the 
domination of the medical branch of the 
University of Chicago, Rush college, in the 
conduct of the hospital affairs.

Inigs’ election to the position of president 
of the hospital staff," he said. “ We under 
stood it was a matter of compulsion.” 

These adverse declarations were not al- 
lowed to pass without reply from the up- 
holders of the merit law, and gome of the 
latter were as pungent as the charges of 
the opponents. 


Retorts Prove to Be Pungent. 

Dr. Hugh Patrick was defending the pro- 
posed examination, when Commissioner Filan- 
nigan interrupted him to ask his opinion 
about the opposition of so many physicians.

Of the two men on the 
nervous disease committee, neither isa Rush 
college man, and the three obstetricians are 
divided between the three big colleges. The 
same is true of the committee on children’s 
diseases and the committee on skin diseases, 
In pathology one is from Rush, one from 
Northwestern, and one unattached.” 

One man charged that out of forty-eight 
physicians and surgeons on the examining 
board thirty-eight were from Rush college. 
This statement was promptly corrected by 
Commissioner Walker. He declared that 
there were thirty men on the board, divided 
as follows: Seven Rush, seven Northwest- 
ern, five Physicians and. Surgeons, two ec- 
lectics, two homeopaths, two dentists, and 
five at large.

In the sight of Maj. R.C. Davidson, com- 
mandant of the Northwestern Military acad- 
emy. in’ Highland.

Three 
hours later the slayer was arrested In Gilen- 
coe, several miles away, and, it is said, con- 
fessed to the deed, saying he acted in self- 
defense. He is Patrick Murphy, 30 years old, 
of Grosse Point, and the victim was Charies 
Austin, 38 years old, of Chicago. 

The quick capture was due to the efforts of 
Policeman Oscar Genast of Highland Park, 
aided by an excélient description of the mur- 
dereéer given by Maj. Davidson, the only person 
who saw the crime. 

Murphy and Austin had been working to- 
gether in Chiéago, as buliding employés, and 
on Thanksgiving day set out to visit Mur- 
phy's mother in Grosse Point. They started 
yesterday to return to Chicago, walking. 


Sees Argument, Then Elling. 
Maj. Davidéon' was standing at the entrance 
to the academy building when he saw the 
men passing near the outer inclosure of the 
grounds.” They were gesticulating and 
arguing, but the major could not hear what 
they were saying. The two stopped several 
nued their discussion, then 


parted.

ists and stand patters toward the creation 
of a party tribunal of some kind to deter- 
mine first of all whether there shall be any 
revision of the tariff at all, and then In case 
any revision is decided upon to fix certain 
general principles substantially the same 
as those noted at the head of this column 
for the guidance of congress in the 
necessary changes. 

There are several men now in congress 
and many more on the outside who lost their 
seats as a direct result of the passage of 
the McKinley tariff law. That act, which 
it was admitted afterward was beneficial, 
was undoubtedly faulty in two important 
particulars, one of’ which was the time at 
which it was enacted, and the other an up- 
ward tendency to all schedules without 


much regard to whether previous duties. 


were sufficient for protective purposes or 


not. 
Upward Revision 

These two blunders it is not proposed to re- 
peat again, and in the talks between the 
president and party leaders it has been pret~ 
ty well established, I am told, that there 
must be no upward revision, no increase in 
schedules as a whole, and no attempt to 
remedy the inequalities in the existing tar- 
iff by adding to individual schedules so as 
to bring them up to the general average, 
thus lowering some articles relatively by 
increasing the rates of duty on others. 

Furthermore, there is a consensus of opin- 
ion that the free list as now established 
should be extended or at least it must not 
be contracted. That is to say, the revision- 
ists say articles on the free list‘must remain 
there and shall not be put on the dutiabie 
list, but that certain articles now dutiable, 
especially raw materials, should go on the 
free list wherever practicable, 


Would Revise Downward. 

It is admitted that the strongest assaults 
made upon the McKinley law came from its 
increase on familiar articles. ‘Those who 
have talked to the president in behalf of re- 
vision almost invariably have insisted that 
the party policy must define the cominggre- 
vision, if any, as downward in all cases, and 
never upward, no matter how particular in- 
dustries may plead for such a course. 

Furthermore, it is deemed to be a great 
political blunder to talk of such a thing as 
postponing revision until some future day 
unless it is meant by that that the Dingley 
law is to stand until after the close of the 
next administration of Theodore Roosevelt. 
All of the White héuse talks have tended 
toward a tacit agreement that if any re- 
vision at all is attempted it should be made 
at a special session next spring, so that the 
law can be put into complete operation and 
the people satisfied as to the results a suffi- 
cient length of time before the congressional 
elections of 1906. : 


Thoroughly or Not at All. 


Coupled with this tacit agreement for early 
action there seems to be a feeling, ‘which is 
rapidly growing stronger, that the repub- 
licans should do nothing at all or else should 
do their work well. In other words, political 


forecasters insist that it would be disastrous | 


to attempt revision and wind up with some 
pitiful compromise or makeshift which would 
lead the people to believe the republicans 
were convinced of the necessity for revision 
but lacked the courage or honesty to do th 
work. 

For this reason Secretary Shaw’s sugges- 
tion of the extension of the drawback sys- 
tem for the benefit/of the export trade is not 
looked upon favorably because it is manifest- 
ly only a compromise. While good enough 
in its way and deserving of consideration 
when revision comes, it is one of the polit- 
ical makeshifts which the party leaders have 
get their faces against. 

There will be real revision inside of the 
next twelve months or none at all for the 
next four years. 


NEW POSTOFFICE*AT EVANSTON. 


Secretary Shaw Preparing to Award a 
Contract for Federal Building in 
Northern Suburb. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.}— 
Secretary Shaw will in a few days award the 
contract for constructing a new postoffice 
building at Evanston, Ill. All bids for this 
contract were in excess of the Hmit of cost 
for the building fixed by congress. The su- 
pervising architect now is engaged in going 
over the plans for the purpose of reducing the 
amount of work on the structure, and is at the 
same time negotiating with the lowest bidder 
with a view to having him reduce his figures 
to the amount availabie for the building. 
Architect Taylor Is confident these negotia- 
tions will be successful and the work will be- 
gin early in the spring.

United States Consul Norton at Harpot 
Reports te the Mate Department 
That the Inhabitants of the District 
of Mush Are Practically Homeless 
and Without Food or Clothing as 
Result of the Recent Massacre by 
the Kurds. 


Wasbington, D. .., Nov. 25.—Ten thousand 
Sassuns are starving to death in the Mush 
district of Armenia. So reports United States 
Consul Norton at Harput to the state depart- 
ment. 

The district was recently swept by Kurdish 
hordes, who massacred many of the inhab- 
itants, burned every house and building, and 
carried away every flock ahd herd. Consul 
Norton reports: 

“ The situation is practically identical with 
that of many parts of Macedonia twelve 
| months ago. Uniess ald is rendered prompt- 
ly, few may be left to receive it. Clothing, 
blankets, and food must be brought from out- 
side, before the approaches to the mountains 
are blocked by snow.”” 


CENSURE FOR A BRITISH JUDGE. 


London Committee Blames Wrongful 
Conviction of Adolf Beck Upon 
Sir Forrest Fulton. 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—Thereport of the 

r mittee of inquiry in the case of Adolf Beck, 
who for the crimes of another man served a 
term of five years’ imprisonment in England 
on the charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenees, places practically the en- 
tire blame upon the judge, Sir Forrest Ful- 
ton, who excluded from Beck's trial in 1806 
all evidence favorable to the accused. 

The committee finds that if the matter 
could have been brought before a higher 
court a flaw in the proceedings must have 
been discovered and the conviction have. 
been quashed. 

The report exonerates the police and other 
officials from all charges of conspiracy. 

The committee remarks that it is an ex- 
traordinary fact that in the trial of 1904 the 
innocent man Beck was éonvicted through 
the ignorance of the police and public prose- 
ecutor of the material fact known to the 
home office and the prison authorities that 
Beck and Smith were not the same person. 


KAISER ASKS FOR BIGGER ARMY. 


Prussian Diet Requested to Add 150,000 
Soldiers to Those Already 
. Under Arms. 


BERLIN, Nov. 25.—The kaiser has asked 
the Prussian diet to add 150,000 soldiers to 
his army, bringing its peace strength up to 
621,000 officers and men. He asks also, §%,- 
250,000 for mew field artillery and $20,260,000 
for new rifies. He asks for his army for the 
ensuing year, $116,000,000, or an increase of 
$11,250,000 over last year. This is in Prua- 
sia alone. 

The kaiser also asks further for two new 
battleships, an armored cruiser, and five 
other warships. ; 

The naval budget totals $58,000,000, of 
which $17,517,600 is for new warships. 


RUSSIANS MAY HAVE SUNK IT. 


British Steamer Which Sailed for Worth 
Sea on Oct. 20 Has Never Been 
Heard From Since. 


LONDON, Nov. 26, 3 a. m.—The steamer 
Fitzwilliam, with a cargo of oll, has been 
given upforlost. The Fitzwilliam left Liver- 
pool on Oct. 29 for Gothenburg and no vestige 
of the steamer has been seen since. There 
is a theory that the Fitzwilliam was sunk in 
the North sea by a Russian shell about Nov. 
2, when, according to rumors, a vessel was 


thus sunk.

factorily, and having been in residence one 
semester.

The rule which is expected to purify college 
athietics is as follows: 

No student shal! participate in any intercollegiate 
contest who shall not have been in residence a 
Semester and shai! have full credit for a semester’s 
Work previous to the term in which the student 
participates. 

Measure Is Opposed. 

‘This new rule applies to graduate students 
who go from one college to another as well 
as to those who enter a college for the first 
time, thus requiring evidence of good faith 
On the part of students taking post-graduate 
work as well as of those beginning their 
college career. 

When the regulation was first introduced 
there was considerable opposition from some

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JIMMY MICHAEL 
DIES-ON OCEAN. 


Famous Cyclist Expires While 
Crossing to America 
from France. 


RESULT OF OLD ACCIDENT. 


Blood Clot Forms on Brain, Due 
to Effects of Bad Fall at 


New York, Nov. 25.—“Jimmy” Michael, the 
noted Welsh middle distance bicycle rider, 
died suddenly last Monday morning on board 
ti.2 French line steamship La Savoie, from 
congestion of the brain. Michag] was coming 
to the United States to race again, and he 
was accompanied by a number of long dis- 
tance riders who are to enter the six day 
contest to be held here in December. 

Michael complained of being il! on Sun- 
day, saying to the ship's doctor that he was 
suffering from a severe headache and nausea. 
He told Dr. Maire his iliness was due, he 
thought, to the after effects of a severe fall 
he received tn Berlin two years ago. 

* Since then,”’ said Michael, “I have had 
partial paralysis of the left side of my face, 
and am frequently subject to lapses of mem- 
ory. Ido notfeel at all myself. Do what you 
can to relieve me of this awful pain.” 

Dr. Maire attended the bicycle rider faith- 
fully during the remainder of that day, and 
by night ha succeeded in relieving him of the 
pain. Michael was able to eat his dinner 
that evening, and, according to the head 
steward of the ship, was the happiest and 
brightest member of the party. 


Fatal Attack at Night. 

He retired early and did not complain of 
feeling ill. About 3 o'clock Monday morning 
his companion, Jean Gougoltz, the French 
bicyclist, heard Michael struggling violently 
in his stateroom. Dr. Maire, who was at once 
called, pronounced Michael's condition dan- 
gerous. He was in violent delirium until.ly 
o'clock in the morning, and an hour later died. 
Dr. Maire said his death was caused by con- 
gestion of the brain, undoubtedly due to a 
blood clot which had formed asa result ofthe 
accident at Berlin. 

Michael's companion bicycle riders were 
completely unnerved by his sudden death. 
They said that when they embarked he had 
been the life of the party. 

The first news of Michael's death was a 


‘wireless telegram to T. P. Powers, manager 


of the six day race, received from Gougoltz. 
Mr. Powers and several friends met the 
steamship at the pier and took charge of the 
body of the dead bicyclist. ‘Mr. Powers said 
he sent a cablegram to Michael's motber in 
Wales, informing her of herson’s death. The 
body will be placed in a metallic casket, her- 
metically sealed, and will be sent to Wales on 
the first available steamer. 


Sketch of His Career. 

Jimmy Michael, familiarly known as the 
** Welsh Rarebit,"’ was probably the greatest bi- 
cyclist the world has known. He remained cham- 
pion at various distances for a greater length of 
time and won more races of note than any other 
wheelman. His small stature and boyish face 
helped to make his performances the more notable, 
and his reputation was worldwide. 

Michael was born in Aberaman, Wales, twenty- 
seven years ago. He started riding in 1804, win- 
ning the championshjp in Cardiff. He discontin- 
ued his job as a butcher boy in order to take up 
cycling, and his wonderful speed at home gave him 
courage to visit England in 1806, where he cap- 
tured first honors in every event. During 1886 the 
Giminutive cyclist was the champion of France, 
and after defeating all the craek riders came to 
America in the fall and scored a notable ‘victory 
over Starbuck at the Quill club meet. | 

Later In we year Michael lowered all world’s 
records from two to ten miles, and it may be said 
no rider has ever held as many records as the 
* Welsh Rarebit.” At different times the figures 
from two to one hundred miles, both against time 
and in competition, have been credited to the name 
of Michael. 

Behind hhman pace in 1897 Michael defeated 
Tom Linton, an old time rival, for the champion- 
ship of the world. He also scored over McDuffie, 
Legna, and Chase, who was considered the best 
middie distance rider of England. Before the 
largest crowd that ever attended a bicycle race in 
Madison Square garden Michael lowered the colors 
of Frank Starbuck, and the little fellow has the 
honor of having defeated every rider in America 
who essays to follow the pactng machines. 

At this time Michael became infatuated with 
horse racing and although he had accumulated a 
bank account of $30,000 he thought he would like 
to become a jockey. A prominent eastern trainer 
gave him opportunity to learn and he secured a 


license and actually rode in a few races at Morris 


park, but discovered this was not his calling. The 
end of 1890 found his bank account depleted 
through his dallying with the bangtaiis and tn 1900 
he again took to the cycle racing game. Interest 
in this sport had died out noticeably in America, 
but Michael continued to meet with success. He 
went abroad and there, at Berlin, met with the ac- 
cident which eventually resulted in his death, al- 
though it did not prevent him continuing his occu- 
pation. His last appearance in this country was a 
year ago, when he was defeated at New York by 
the’ late George Leander In a race preceding the six 
day grind at Madison Square garden. Shortly after 
thie he returned to Europe.

When the railroads of the country find a 
law passed which probibits a discrimination

WORKING ON THE NEW CHARTER. 

| “The city authorities and members of the 
legislature have no idea of abdicating their 
functions in favor of a committee appointed 
by the so-called charter convention. The 
“convention ” was a self-constituted body, 
composed of a number of delegates from 
clubs possessing no authority and having no 
/ mandate from the people to draft a charter 
or perform any legislative functions. 

The committee appointed on behalf of the 
so-called “ convention ” cannot be objected 
to on the score of fitness or character. The 
members are excellent gentlemen, some of 
them lawyers of the highest standing, and 
all of them enjoying the confidence of the 
community in an unusual degree. If they 
are willing to give the time and attention 
which will be required to draft a new charter 
for the city of Chicago the whole commu- 
nity should be grateful to them, and their 
work should receive, as it will deserve, the 
respectful attention of the legislature. 

But it is manifest that the municipal au- 
thorities have no disposition to accept with- 
out question the draft of a charter which, as 
Tue Tripune said the other day, may be 
“handed down from on high,” like the tab- 
lets of stone from Mount Sinai. The mayor 
is nominally a member of the committee ap- 
pointed by the so-called “ charter conven- 
tion,” but it is his avowed purpose to give 
little or no attention to the sessions of that 
committee. He is decidedly of the opinion 
that the initiative should be taken by the 
municipal authorities. He will give his time 
almost exclusively to the council committee 
on legislative action. Some of the other 
members of the “ convention” committee 
will be infrequent in their attendance upon 
its sessions, and it is quite likely that a lack 
of harmony between members Will speedily 
develop to such an extent that little or noth-

"Manifestly the council committee and the 
mayor are qualified to speak with authority 
on this subject, and the conelusions they 
may arrive at, if any, will carry more weight 
with the legislature than those of any self- 
constituted or.extra official committee. The 
‘municipal authorities will and must, if they 
are wise, welcome the suggestions of all com- 
petent advisers, and probably nobody will 
have more influence with them than some of 
the men who-have been named as members 
of the charter committee. But that eommit- 
tee, as such, will have no special weight, nor 
will any instrument of government sub- 
mitted by it as a whole be accepted without 
careful scrutiny. 

A proposed charter, to be seriously con- 
sidered, should haye the approval not mere- 
ly of the council but also of the Cook county 
delegation to the legislature, which seems as 
little disposed as the council to surrender its 
prerogatives in favor of any outside or- 
ganization, however respectable the sources 
of its authority may be. 

There is no occasion for jealousy between 
the various committees that may attempt te 
act in the matter of. drawing up a new 
charter. The more the better, especially in 
the early stages of the work. If afterwards 
they shall see fit to codperate and out of the 
opinions and labors of ali there shal! proceed 
some mature work that may commend itself 
to public approval, the result will be good. 
There ought to be some final authority to 
which all drafts may be-submitted, and, if 
possible, some agreement reached as to the 
distinguishing features of a charter which 
will have some chance of enactment by the 
legislature. 

Surely the idea of a conference on the part 
of the Cook county members is good. If 
their ideas can be matured and they can have 
a general understanding as to what it is 
desirable should be done, there will be a 
greater likelihood of affirmative action by 
the legislature. If it were possible finally 
to haye the services of some of the eminent 
gentlemen named by the “ charter conven- 
tion.” in revising and remodeling the first 
draft of the new charter, so that it would 
be smooth, consistent, and free from all 
erudities—a workmanlike and lawyerlike 
| thing—when presented to the legislature, 
that would be decidedly a consummation to 
be wished. 


THE PRINT PAPER TAX. 
The. McKinley tariff act of 1890 imposed 
.a duty of 15 per cent ad valorem on print 
paper. The duty was too high. The Amer- 
ican papey makers did not need all the pro- 
tection it gave. They need none now, be- 
cause of the great improvements in methods 
of manufacture, which have lessened the 
cost of production. Comparatively little la- 
bor isemployed. The machine has displaced 
the man, and the process of manufacture is 
‘almost automatic. 
The manufacturers are so well able to 
‘take care of themselves without governmerit 
aid that they export print paper to Canada 
and to other countries. They have no diffi- 
culty in marketing their product abroad, 
where they have to face unlimited competi- 
tion.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

ING EDWARD has just conferred the 

star and cross of a knight command- 

er of the Victorian order upon his 

two most intimate Parisian friends 

and old time cronies of the days when 

he was still prince of Wales, namely: the 
marquis du Lau and the marquis de Breteull. 
Both noblemen are members of the French 
Jockey club-and of the Union, and while Du 
Lau hae held aloof from,politics ever since 
_the Franco-German war, during which he 
won the cross of the Legion of Honor on the 
field of battle by his bravery, he has devoted 
himself to the turf, restricting himself to the 


life of a man of leisure with artistic tastes. 


The marquis de Breteuil has figured alike in 
polities and im financial enterpriees, his 
tastes for the latter being possibly due to the 
fact that he is the grandeon of that Jewish 
banker, Achille Fould, who played so impor- 
tant a réle throughout the reign of Napoleon 
IIL, both as the chief financier of the empire 
and as the most powerful of Napoleon's cab- 
inet ministers. The marquis de Breteuil is 
married to Miss Lita Garner, daughter of 
Commodore Garner of the New York Yacht 
club, who perished in a yachting accident 
in New York bay. 

The marquis was bitterly opposed to the 
marriage of his wife’s sister to Sir Wiliam 
Gordon Cumming, and holds no kind of in- 
tercourse with his English brother-in-law, 
preferring to the latter the favor which he 
enjoys in the eyes of King Edward. ' Indeed, 
the marquis de Breteuil and his American 
wife are invited almost every year to stay 
at Sandringham, and were members of the 
house party there quite recently on the occa- 
gion of the king’s birthday. It was in fact 
during his visit that he was knighted and 
decorated by the king, who it may be,remem- 
bered was one of the witnesses against Sir 
William Gordon Cumming at the famous 
bacearat trial. 


| 

The marquis de Breteuil, unlike so many 
other fo n noblemen who have married 
American heiresses, has shown no disposi- 
tion whatsoever to squander the fortune of 
his wife. On the contrary, he has the repu- 
tation of being able to make a dollar and 
éven a france go farther than any one else 
belonging to the French great world. 

His ancestry is far from being as ancient 
as that of the marquis du Lau, and his real 
patronymic is Tonnelier, which may be 
translated into English as ‘“Cooper,’’ to 
which one of his immediate forebears added 
the name of “De Breteuil.’’ He sat for a 
time in the chamber of deputies for Argeles, 


+ as a royalist member, but found it prudent 


to resign at the time of the Boulanger epl- 
sode, being unwilling to identify himself 
with the aberration of the late count de 
Paris, in connection with the “brav’ gen- 
eral.” Besides being a warm friend of King 
Edward, he is on terme of considerable inti- 
macy with the king of Greece and the crown 
prince of Denmark, enjoyed the good will 
and regard of the late czar, and stood close 
to the late Lord Randolph Churchill and the 
latter's American wife, now Mrs. George 
Cornwallis West. 

Let me add that what King Edward has 
always liked so much about Du Lau and De 
Breteuil haa.been that when he was at Paris 
they always knew exactly how to treat him, 
that is to say with the easy freedom of per- 
sonal friendship and yet never at the same 
time entirely forgetting his rank. 

Of course it has been more easy for them 
to do this than it would have been for any 
English nobleman, since they owed\him no 
allegiance, and he was after all ng 
more to them, as far as position was con- 
cerned, than any other of those heirs ap- 
parent and crowned heads who seek relaxa- 
tion and pleasure on the banks of the Seine. 
Bat they always knew exactly how far to 
go in the prerogatives of close companion- 
ship and old time friendship, and never tres- 
passed beyond the border line, causing King 
Edward to regard them as the best types 
of French breeding and “‘gentilhommerie.” 


Lady Curzon has been moved from Walmer 
to High Cliff castle, near Bournemouth, 
which, belonging to Col. Stuart-Wortley 
(brother of Ralph Stuart-Wortley, who is @ 
stock broker in New York and married to a 
daughter of Admiral Schley), has been occu- 
piled for a number of years by Mr. and Mrs. 
Cavendish Bentinck (the latter a Miss Liv- 
ingston of New York, have frequently enter- 
tained King Edward both prior and subse- 
quent to his succession to the throne. 

High Cliff originally. belonged to that 
Lord Bute who was the soexecrated favorite 
of King George III.’s mother, the princess 
of Wales, of the middle portion of the eight- 
eenth century, a peer who figures in history 
as the minister mainly responsible for the 
troubles between England and her Ameri- 
can colonies that culminated in the war of 
independence and in the foundation of the 
United States. 

This particular Lord Bute built a mansion 
for himself at High Cliff. But he was as poor 
a builder as he was a statesman, and before 
he died the entire portion of the cliff on which 
his gorgeous mansion was perched slipped 
into the sea. His grandson, Lord Stuart of 
Rothsay, built the present castle at some 
distance from the cliff. He purchased an 
old chateau in Normandy and had the build- 
ing conveyed stone by stone across the 
channel, and re@rected at High-.Cliff. It is 
a Gothic edifice, a quaint combination of cas- 
the and of abbey. The tracery and carving 
are fine, and there are splendid views from 
the front of the house and from the tower 
above it, while the entire castle is protected 
oe the north winds by a large wood of fir 

rees. 


On dying Lord Stuart left it to his daugh- 
ter, the marchioness of Waterford, whose 
husband, surnamed “the wild marquis,” 
was killed while hunting. Lady Waterford 
made it her home during the latter part of 
her life and at her death bequeathed it to 
her kinsman, Col. Stuart-Wortley, as a to- 
ken of personal regard and also of admira- 
tion for his servites in Afghanistan and in 
the Soudan, where he greatly distinguished 
himself. Lady Curzon could not have a more 
beautiful,’ quiet, and “healthful place for her 
convalescence, 

It may be of interest to add that Lady 
Curzon began to mend almost from the day 
that she was moved from Walmer castle. a 
place for which she has conceived so great an 
aversion that it is doubtful whether she will 
ever consent to live there again, in which 
case Lord Curzon is likely to resign his an- 
cient office of lord warder of the Cinque 
ports. It seems that Walmer castle, like so 
many of those medieval buildings, is in a 
frightful sanitary condition. King Edward, 
whose own life was nearly lost thirty-five 
years ago through the defective sanitary 
condition. of the country place of Lord 
Londesborough, with whom he was staying, 
suspected this, and insisted upon personally 
sending down to Walmer an eminent sani- 
tary specialist of his own seléction to ex- 
amine minutely the conditions of the castle. 
One of the first things that the professor 
discovered was that a ventilating shaft from 
a drain discharged its effluvia close to the 
windows of the room in which Lady Curzon 
was lying ill. 

That these old castles and country seats 
should be in a condition such as this, and 
should be exceedingly unhealthy, is not as- 
tonishing when it is remembered that they 
were used for purposes of habitation by 
crowds of people both of high and low degree 
for hundreds of years, during which nothing 
was known of .sanitary arrangements and 
precautions, such as we understand them to- 
day. The consequence is that save in the 
case of those castles and old country houses 
which have been subjected recently to an 
extensive ovefhauling, in a sanitary sense, 
the entire faundations and the subsoil are 
sodden with the sewage and refuse of cen- 
turies. This is a feature which rich Amer- 
icans would do well to bear in mind when 
they lease castles, country houses, and cha- 
teaux either in the united kingdom or on the 
continent during their sojourns in Europe.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 
The Day After. 


It was “the day after’’ at the Chicago 
orchestra rehearsal yesterday afternoon in 


to tell. The audience was again of a size 
which left only a few boxes in the north 
tier vacant and which sent many patrons 
away unable to secure the coveted card- 
boards needed for admission. The program 
was a “popular ’’—the first of the season. 
Mr. Thomas and his men came forward ap- 
parently in as happy frame of mind as 
usual. 

The vast company of listeners seemed 
keyed up to keen anticipation of an after- 
ngon of thorough musical enjoyment, And 
yet number after number glided serenely, 
immaculately, soporificaliy by. The ap- 
plause was ample enough, buf never for an 
instant hinted of anything like genuine en- 
thusiusm. The performance was in every 
instance the acme of technical. perfection 
and accuracy, but a perfunctory spirit re- 
posed peacefully, heavily upon it. 

The audience, the men in the orchestra, 
even Mr. Thomas himself, seemed waiting 
for the coming of the magic spark which 
should light the flame of enthusiasm and 
warm into animation and vital beauty the 
musica} offering of the afternoon. But the 
spark did not come. Once or twice it seemed 
near, but the conditions remained unfavora- 
ble, and so the two hours passed calmly, 
languidly, disappointingly. It was undenia- 
bly “ the day after.”’ 

The shortcoming in the playing of the 
orchestra can scarcely be considered as re- 
flecting any discredit on either Mr. Thomas 
or his men. Every individual who is at all 
sensitive has hours or days when he seems 
to be mentally and physically asleep—when 
he is not ill Aatured or ‘ out of sorts,”’ but 
just dormant. Natures as sensitive as are 
those of the best qualified musicians are 
peculiarly subject to these hours or days of 
soul sleepiness, and there is good reason for 
believing that Mr. Thomas and his “ boys” 
were experiencing such an hour yesterday. 
They played faultiessly—every tone was ex- 
actly in place and given its exact value, but 
the spirit back of the tone was peacefully 
dozing. A couple of hours later the per- 
formance might have been entirely different 
from what it was when given. Tonight it 
probably will be as animated as it yesterday 
was dull—such is the peculiarity of this 
subtie psychic element in musical inter- 
pretation. That Mr. Thomas or the mem- 
bers of the orchestra were indifferent be- 
cause the program chanced to be “* popu- 
lar’’ is an explanation not to be entertained. 
He never offers anything which he does not 
consider worth giving Mm the best manner 
possibie,.and his men reflect his opinion. 
They all’ gave of their best yesterday, but 
that best chanced not to include the exalta- 
tion Of. mood needed for inspired and in- 
spiriting performance of the selections of- 
fered. 


The program opened with the Bligar 
“ Cockaigne "’ overture, that effort made by 
the celebrated Englishman to picture tonally 
some of the spirit of London. It was fol- 
lowed by a Serenade for the wind chow of 
the orchestra composed by Richard Strauss 
when still a comparative beginner in the 
field of musical composition. It is interest- 
ing because of the instruments it employs 
and because of the subsequent development 
of him who wrote it. 

Dvorak’s Symphonic Variations, one of 
the most masterly- creations of the late Bo- 
hemian composer and a work of exceptional 
interest and charm, was played in faultless 
manner so far as tonal beauty and technical 
precision are concerned, but the orchestra 
heretofore has given it with such infinitely 
greater interpretative finesse and vitality 
that it seemed pale and lifeless yesterday. 
The ‘‘ Nut Cracker " Suite of Tschaikowsky 
came nearer to rousing both players and 
listeners than did anything else on the pro- 
gram. It is exquisite music, this ballet 
suite of the great Russian, and every note 
of it from the commencement of the clear, 
delicate miniature overture, through each 
of the beautiful characteristic dances, to 
the last chord of the waltz has the power 
to charm and interest. After the intermis- 
sion came Saing-Saéns’ “ Phaeton,” and 
never have the steeds of the sun god coursed 
so gently and perfunctorily through the 
heavens as they did yesterday. Never has 
Phaeton gone so completely to sleep as 
he did in the middie selection of the wark, 
and never has Jove’s thunderbolt impressed 
as so harmiess. It was a record in phaeton 
racing. 

Grieg’s * Heart Wounds” and “ Spring ”’ 
showed the string orchestra's tona!] excel- 
lence, and the Intermezzo and Perpetuum 
Mobile from Moszkowski’s F major Suite 
displayed the technical fagility of the men. 
The “ Lohengrin’ Prelude and the “ Ride 
of the Valkyries’ completed the list~a list 
which will be presented again tonight at 
the Auditorium, beginning at 8:15. May live 
conditions prevail!

ATHERINE IL. empress of Russia, in 
many respects deserves the title “ the 
great,”” which historians often give 
her. She was great in her physical 
beauty. She was a-great civil ruler. 

She was a great diplomatist. She was a 
great war ministér. She was greatest of all 
in the number and variety of her amours. 
The French called her the “Semiramis of 
the North.” Carlyle styled hera “ she-Louis 
quatorze,”” and shé seeme to have had an 
equa! claim to both titles. She had the heart 
and mind of a man In the body of a woman. 
She was Charlies Il. and Peter the Great in 
petticoats. y 

Catherine was a full blood German. Her 
father was Christian August, who became. 
after her birth, reigning prince of Anhalt- 
Zerbst, and her mother was a princess of 
Holstein-Gottorp. Having been chosen to 
be wife of the future Czar Peter ILL. she was 
taken by her mother, who had given her a 
severe, even harsh, but thorough education. 
to Russia, where she Was admitted to the 
Greek church and married to Peter in 1745. 
Peter was a drunken fool, who amused him- 
self by drilling dogs and rats in military evo- 
lutions, and persisted in making his wife 
his confidante in the ceaseless intrigues he 
carried on with all classes of women. Cather- 
ine—intelligent, handsome, high epirited, am- 
bitious, passlonate—sought consolation for 
her husband’s imbecility and faithleseness 
in the arms of others. She hoped, neverthe- 
less, to become the real autocrat of Russia 
when Peter ascended the throne, and did her 
best to keep her influence over him. Mean- 
time she studied the language, history, insti- 
tutions, and manners of her adopted country 
with tireless assiduity. 


4 Peter became czar In 1762. He and Cather- 


fine had @rifted so far apart ere this that it 
soon became evident either he or she must 
fall. He insulted her beyond forgiveness 
by compelling her publicly to decorate his 
ugly mistress, Countess Woronzoff, with the 

rder of St. Catherine. It leaked out that he 
meant to divorce her and set the Countess 
Woronzoff on thethrone. Early the morning 
of July 9, 1762, Alexis Orloff, brother of her 
lover, Gregory Orloff, awakened Catherine 
in the palace of Peterhoff, whither she had 
been banished, and told her she must strike 
quickly if she would save herself. She 
hastened to St. Petersburg, going part of the 
way in a peasant’scart. Here she was met 
by Gregory Orloff and several other con- 
spirators. The guards rose in her behalf, 
the a rigg anointed her regent in the name 
of her , afterward Czar Paull., and Peter 
was banished off to Ropscha, where the Or- 
loffs tried to poison him, and finally strangied 
him to death with their own hands. 

Catherine had no mind to be regent. Despite 
1er German blood an@ birth, she brushed her 
son’s Claims aside and made herself empress. 
She tried every way, however, to make her 
subjects forget she was a foreigner. She 
piqued herself on being in all things a Rus- 
sian empress, and jocosely bade her surgeon 
take away her last drop of German blood. 
Immediately on seizing the throne she broke 


which had been made by Peter IIL. and Fred- 
erick the Great. She later renewed this 
alliance, but she alWays pursued a vigorous 
and unscrupulous policy of Russian aggran- 
dizement. By intrigue she added Courland 
to the Russian empire. Her armies beat the 
Turks by land and sea in two wars and seized 
lurge portions of the porte’s territories. She 
appropriated two-thirds of Poland. When 
she died the frontiers of the empire reached 
to the Niemen, the Dneister, and the Black 
sea. None of its rulers had so far extended 
its boundaries since Ivan the Great, in the 
fifteenth century. Catherine imb her 
generals and diplomats everywhere, with her 
indomitable and aggressive courage. “ The 
Romans,’ she wrote her generais, did not 
concern themselves with the number of their 
enemies; they only asked, ‘Where are 
they?” "’ Acting on this hint Galitsyne, with 
30,000 men, beat 100,000 Turks, and Rouman- 
stof, with 17,000, overthrew 150,000 Turks. 
Catherine suppressed domestic insurrections 
against her rule with the same energy a 
she pushed her projects abroad. 

The empress was for a time much under 
the influence of the French philosophers of 
the eighteenth century. She was fascinated 
by the writings i Montesquieu. She endured 
the insolence Diderot. She long corre- 
sponded with Voltaire. She invited d’Alem- 
bert to finish the ‘“‘ Encyclopedie” in St. 
Petersburg. Inspired by their writings with 
neble aspirations, she attempted, ds Peter 
the Great had already done, to make radical 
reforms in the Russian government. She im- 
proved the administration of justice, re- 
moved restrictions from commerce, secular- 
ized church property, and assembled a codi- 
fying commission representing all the races 
and orders of the empire, which made some 
progress toward bringing order out of the 
chaos of Russian law.

- ‘When he was a schoolboy Lord Brampton 
rectived.an impression which remained with 
him “after seventy years of a busy life.” 
He was looking out of the window one mar- 
ket day in Bedford, when he saw emerging 
from a bystreet that led from Bedford jail 
and coming along thro the square and 
near the window where he was standing a 
-eommon farm cart drawn by a horse which 
was led by a labouring man. The horse 
moved slowly along, while behind the cart 
walked a poor, sad couple with their heads 
bowed down, each with a hand on the tail- 
beard of the cart, each overwhelmed with 
grief. The cart contained the body of this 
poor couple’s only son, a youth of 17, hanged 
that morning at Bedford jail for setting fire 
to a stack of corn. Years afterward when 
he became a judge this picture, photographed 
on hig mind, gave Lord Brampton many a 
jesson which was turned)to good account on 
the judicial bench. It was mainly useful 
in impressing on his mind the grave consid- \ 
eration of the surrounding circumstances of 
every Grime, the degree of guilt in the crim- 
inal, and the difference in the degrees of the 
It seems to us in 
these days almost incredible that a boy could, 
as recently as seventy years ago, have been 
hanged for such an offense; but hanging was 
the punishment in those days for almost any 
crime on the calendar. This is the only sad 
story related in these two volumes. 

Another early experience gave young Haw- 
kins a useful lesson. It was when he was 
arti¢led to an attorney and was attending 
a petty sessions court. The chairman was 

a pompous clergyman, but devoted to his

brief notices of the persons incidentally men- 
tioned in the correspondence. 

The true story of the disastrous and double 
courtship and double desertion has never yet 
been told. Consequently, according to Mr. 
Knapp, the character of Lawrence has in 
some quarters suffered more than his con- 
duct altogether deserved. After reading 
these letters I am not so sure that Mr. Knapp 
is right. Lawrence certainly does net pre- 
sent an enviable appearance. He was ap- 
parently a fickle minded man as well as a 
worshiper of beauty. Some of his biogra- 
phers, not without reason, stigmatized Law- 
rence as an “old flirt,” but this Mr. Knapp 
considers hardly just. ‘* Wholly devoted to 
the cult of each successive divinity at whose 
shrine he worshiped, he no doubt belfeved 
himself genuinely in love with each in turn.” 
It is generally supposed that he was in love 
with Mrs. Siddons; certainly she seems to 
have been susceptible to.his attractions; 
but it was her daughters, Sallie and Maria, 
to whom he openly devoted himself. He 
was formally engaged to Sally when Maria’s 
rapidly developing beauty attracted his 
eyes and apparently his heart, and he felt 
that his future happiness depended on his 
being able to extricate himself at once from 
an untenable position. And, curiously 
enough, he convinced his betrothed and her 
mether, too. But when Maria reached a 
point where he believed that her beauty 
would develop no further he turned back to 
Sally, and his desertion is Said to have been 
the cause of Maria’s early death. But this 
Mr. Knapp denies. He insists that she died 
not of a broken heart but from diseased 
lungs. Mrs. Siddons seems to have kept the 
secret of Lawrence’s inconstancy from her 
husband almost to the end. Her own trou- 
bles were more terrible than any she enacted 
on the stage. 

To her friend, Mrs. Pennington, in whose 
house at Clifton Maria spent the last months 
of her life, Mrs. Siddons wrote: 


. “He told me some time ago, when he was 


as mad about Maria as he is now about Sally, 
that if she rejected him he would fly, to ner i 
pose his spirit, to the mountains of Switzert- 
land. Maria reigned sole arbitress of his 
fate for two years or more. The other day 
he told me if he lost Sally, Switzerland was 
still his résource. O! that capriceand pas- 
sion should thus obscure the many excel- 
lences and lofty genius of this man!” 

Curiously enough, she did not seem to 
see that Lawrence was acting a low part. 
Perhaps she was misied by his theatrical 
manner, for she calis it simply his “ caprice 
and. passion,"' and lays it all down to his 
“lofty genius’’; and through all she was 
proud of his connection with her family. 
When Maria was dying Mrs. Siddons wrote: 

** Yes, I will own that though I could not 
wonder at ‘the effect my adorable Sally's 
perfections had wrought upon him who was 
in daily contemplation of her.perfections, I 
believe no time, no change, could wear away 
the unfavorable impression of his selfish, 
unfeeling conduct at that tremendous mo- 
ment. He said it was madness and the fear 
of losing them both, for, next to Sally, he 
adored Maria. And will this insanity be ever 
cured ?—there’s the terrifying doubt."’ 

On her deathbed Maria made Sally prom- 
ise never to marry Lawrence, not because 
of jealousy, but because she believed that 
no woman could be happy with a man who 
was so vacillating in his affections as the 
famous painter. 


In the midst of all her troubles Mrs. Sid-° 


dons had to go on with her work. She 
writes: 

“I must go and dress for Mrs. Beverley— 
my soul is well tun’d for scenes of woe, and 
it is sometimes a great relief from the strug- 
gles I am continually making to wear a face 
of cheerfullness at home, that I can at least 
upon the stage give a full vent to the heart 
which, in spite of my best endeavors, swelis 
with its weight almoet to bursting; and then 
I pour it all out upon my innocent auditors.” 

A few nights later, however, her mood 
was different: 

“I am playing ewery night to full houses, 
but how the people can sit to see such rep- 
resentatives is quite wonderful, for anything 
so bad I never yet beheld, and I have seen 
strange things. The fat cakes, however, 
are quite as good as formerly, only that I 
find one suffices my appetite now, and for- 
merly, I verily believe, I could have eaten 
half a dozen.”’ 

If Sir Thomas Lawrence's connection with 
the Siddons family has done nothing else it 
has given us some beautiful portraits of 
three beautiful women—Mrs. Siddons and her 
two daughters.

Neces- 
sarily Mr. Sturgis haa first considered the be- 
ginning of sculpture, and to that portion of

} a critical cast. His chapters dealing with the 
Italian revival are discriminating and full 
of ‘instruction; but it is in his comments on 
modern and conteMporary work that he is 
certain to win the gratitude of his readers. 
In the adjustment of scuipture to the modern 
time a hundred questions of fitness have 
arisen. Sculptors and critics array them- 
selves on opposing sides. Commonplaceness 
on the one hand and meaningless medleys of 
modern and symbolic figures on the other 
bear witness to the lack of definite ideas and 
established taste both on the part of the 
seulptors and of the public. Mr. Sturgis 
knows what he thinks and why he thinks it, 
and the clear and reasonable criticism he 
offers on certain well known statues in Ber- 
lin, Paris, New York, Boston, and Washing- 
ton will be of no little assistance to a public 
devoted to monumental sculpture and be- 
trayed too often by its own ill advised enthu- 
siasm, and, the banal imaginations of its 
artists. The book is profusely illustrated,

spacious work, “GAINSBOROUGH AND 
HIS PLACE IN ENGLISH ART.” He has 
chosen to approach his subject in a leisurely 
manner, and that artistic sense of proportion 
which lies at the base of his sincere apprecia- 
tion of art has, unconsciously, perhaps, in- 
fluenced his own work, and given to it a dis- 
tinctive dignity. The work has historical] 
as Well as biographical value, beginning, as 
it does, with a chapter on the precursors of 
Gainsborough, comments on the condition 
of English criticism, and a review of what 
may be termed the art knowledge of Great 
Britain. Many delicate questions of art are 
discussed with vivacity, such, for example, 
as the distinguished features between conti- 
nental and English portrait painting; or the 
artistic aspect of women from an English 
point of view; or the relation of portraiture 
to decoration. 

Having entered at last upon the life and the 
work of his protagonist, Sir Walter is en- 
thusiastically full of his subject. He is of the 
opinion, evidently, that a man’and his work 
are blended, as are the constituents of air 
or of water, and he has not attempted to 
divide the two. The result ts a grave biog- 
raphy, in which the achievements, the inten- 
tions, cnd the development of a great disciple 
of beauty are delineated with the accent of 
truth. His criticism is frequently adverse, 
and his judgment discriminating. He ac- 
cuses Gainsborough of being un-English in 
his earlier work. ‘ Itis commonly asserted,"’ 
he writes, ‘that he had access to some pri- 
vate collections of Dutch pictures in his early 
years, and made the landscape painters of 
Holland, especially Wynants, his models: 
The aspect of his early work certainly bears 
out the assertion. . . . We know from the 
practice of his later years, when he *copied 
Van Dyck, Rubens, Thomas Wyck, Lingel- 
bach, and others of the same school, that 
Gainsborough explored the secrets of his 
predecessors in that obvious, if not always 
profitable, way.'" He touches the keynote 
of Gainsborough’s almost indescribable 
charm, when hesays: “ Gainsborough never 
ventured upon the use of full tones until he 
had mastered the harmonies to be won from 
grays. In his “Great Cornard Wood,” the 
typical example of his first period, there Is no 
positive color. The chromatic scale is almost 
as quiet as Goyen's. The result is that we 
have a picture as th@roughly at peace with 
itself, as completely single minded in its aim, 
as a Van Goyen ora Ruysdael.”:

In 1807 J. M. W. Turner, the artist, having 
attained at that date some degree of the 
fame which later became assured, published 
a portfolio of original etchings with the title, 
“ LIBER STUDORIUM: .

There 
are forty-eight plates, revealing methods 
of workmanship, which the modern etcher 
must regard with interest. Strong contrasts 
of light and shade, hues of dull copper and 
of black flushed through with red, gave fn- 
dividuality to the work. A fine pellucid qual- 
ity distinguishes some of the sea scapes, and 
in a number of cases the foliage of trees 
appears in wonderfully soft and billowy 
masses. Now and then, it is true, a certain 
obscurity annoys the observer and the de- 
sign appears to lack in definiteness or the 
execution to have been faulty. But these 
deficiencies are offset by plates of great 
beauty. Such a one is “ Calm,” showing the 
pulseless harbor, the rocking boats, and the 
brazen haze of the summer day. The plates 
are remarkable for many things, but es- 
pecially for their treatment of the sky. The 
tumult of clouds in storms, the long bars 
of the sun shaft, the placidity of dawn, are 
depicted with almost as much effect as if 
they had been done with the brush from a 
full palette. Students of the acid eaten line 
will feel a particular interest in these exam- 
ples of an original young man’s work, exe- 
cuted previous to the time that the world 
hap given its full confidence to their exe- 
cutant.

Hearn’s Appreciation. of Japan. | 


HATEVER may have been’ the 
whims, literary and otherwise, of 
the late Lafcadio Hearn, it is cer- 
tain that in “JAPAN: AN AT- 
TEMPT AT INTERPRETATION ” 
Qfacmilian company) he endeavored to be 
Perfectly sincere. That reserve and objec- 

“tiveness which characterized his dealings 
With the public are not evidenced in this, the 
last work of his intense intellectual life. He 
has been communicative, explicit, frank, and 
courteous toward his audience. 

Perhaps never did an occidental endeavor 
with efforts at once so.occult and 80 prac- 
tical to entér into tite life of the orient as 
this,e¢holar.. Mind, soul,,and body he 
essayed fit into the east. and “ JAPAN” 
ie the cétifession Of his inability to do so. 
For fourtetn years he lived in Japan; he mar- 
ried a Japanese woman; he became a citizen 


of that cpuritry; he was a lecturer in the im- 


perial university of Tokio. The east fasci- 
nated him, but in the end his mind, trained 
in English thought, comprehensive and judi- 
celal in that way which is characteristic of 
the cultivated occidental, reasserted its in- 
dependence. 


The charm of the ingenious Japanese failed 


to satisfy him. He wrote as his one endur- 


ine contribution to literature this book, 
which fs an estimate of the east. And the 
most astute observation in this general esti- 
mate is that Japan has in her recent suc- 
cesses gone against the inner spirit of her 
race and that in proportion as she offends 
these treasured ideas of her old 

she will enter into competition with the 
aggressive and triumphant nations of earth. 

The book includes a review of the religious 
céremonials, the industry, the 
igation, and the aspirations of Japan. The 
home life is closely described. The predispo- 
sition of the author toward the country is 
shown everywhere, and it is easy enough to 
waken in the mind of the appreciative occi- 
@ental no little enthusiasm for certain fea- 
tures of life in this charming empire. 

The conclusion that the reader reaches on 
the completion of the book is, however, that 
there must remain forever a reticence, if 
not an aversion, between the yellow and the 
white races. The modes of thought differ so 
essentially, the value set on life both here 
and hereafter ts of such a different sort. 


“HANA: A DAUGHTER OF JAPAN,” by 
Gensai Murai, a celebrated novelist of his 
country, appears bearing the imprint of the 
Hochi Shimbun, Tokio. Mr. Murai has writ- 
ten many novels, and though in- 
scribed in Japanese, was prepared with a 
view to translation arsd with the expectation 
that it would have English readers. Itisa 
story in which an American hero, a Japanese 
berotne, and a Russian villain have place. 
The time is the present one and the contem- 
porary struggle between Japan and Russia 
is an essential to the plot. A simplicity 
whith scéms to the American mind almost 
childish distinguishes it. It appears to an 
American writer to be without taste, and it 
reveals an alert inquiskiveness concerning 
life beyond the mikado’s empire rather than 
@ true or even an approximate understand- 
ing of it. Mr. Murat has endeavored to make 
himself a citizen of the world. He has lived 
in Alrierica and he has tried to acquaint him- 
edif with our ideas and customs, but he has 
failed to catch the spirtt of things Amer- 
ican, and his little story is almost amusing.

It is said that artists do 
not like writers, and it may be easily under- 
stood that illustrators are of the opinion 
_ that the letter press takes up too much room: 
Dut motwithetanding this aversion many 
artists endeavor finally to express them- 
selves by means of words as by form and 
color. 

AGept “though Castaigne may be with his 
swift and graphic pencil, he is, in essaying 
the pen, a conspicuous amateur, but he is 
an interesting amateur. He knows life and 

- feels it in the core of him. He has ideas and 

@ not ashamed of them. He is frankly 
enamored of romance, and it appears to him 
as it has appeared to many another—Gauthier 
atmong the rest—that there is no romance 
so charming as that which groups itself 
about wandering band of players. 

_ The book jhas two heroes—one Phil Long- 
will, a young American painter in Paris: the 
other, the duke of Morgania, a reigning sov- 
ereign, resting from his labors in the same 
capital. There are also two heroines. First, 
Hella, a circus girl; and, second, Ethel

proceeds. Mr. Castaigne had his characters 
and tig mise en scene, but he lacked the 
power to direct his story. His pretty craft

The best part of the book ie the illustrations 
which depict the extreordimary vagrants of 
the Latin quarter. But no one can regret 
Mr. Castaigne’s story, for there is about ft 
a@ gayety and a fascination inevitable when 
vagabond Paris is written of by one. who 
understands it completely, and it is particu- 
larly charming when the person so depicting 
it is wholesome minded and fastidious, both 
in thought and expression. 

Robert Louis Stevenson delighted to write 
a picturesque tale of the sea, having for his 
hero a man as formidabie in mind as he wes 
in body, making, in brief, a sort of amphib- 
ious monstrosity in the sembience of a man. 
In his “SEA WOLF” Jack London has un- 
dertaken a similar task. The hero, Huthphrey 
Van Weyden, going from Saucilito to San 
Francisco on a ferry boat, is lost overboard 
by the sinking of the boat in a fog, and is 
picked up by a sealer. Wolfe Larsen, the 
captain of the sealer, is the appalling over- 
man whom London has delighted to create 
for the horrification of himself and all his 
readers. 

The crimea and cruelties committed by 
this man are of the most astounding and in- 
genious q . Never in fiction was there 
a bloodier villain, but he isalsoa philosophic 
one who reads Spencer, Browning, and Omer, 
and who sets forth.with adroitness the most 
intellectual arguments of the anarchists. 
The fulminations of this extraordinary 
monster are the most diverting of things in 
the book. It cannot be said that this novel 
compares favorably with Mr. London's short 
stories, and even his most ardent admirers 
will admit that he is running his horrorsinto 
the ground. But the book is fascinating, 
and the swift and evil processes of the sea 
wolf's mind attain here and there to sinister 
brilliancy. (Macmillan company.) 


Over in Lansing, Mich., there livesa young 
man, Albert Lathrop Lawrence by name, 
who is strangely afflicted. An incurable 
disease binds him to his couch, and, lying in 
his room, debarred from all the forms of 
action young men love, he diverts himself 
with dreams of gallant days and of other 
men’s opportunities. He has written a num- 
ber of short stories, choosing for their sub- 
ject almost invariably themes of adventure; 
and now a novel appears from his pen, en- 
titled “ THE WOLVERINE.” It isa story 
of early Michigan, in the beginnings of the 
English occupation, and when the French, 
8 haughty and expectant, lived at Detroit 
and along the eastern shore. 

Feuds existed between the English and the 
French; prejudice was intense between Cath- 
olic and Protestant; the old luxurious life of 
the French and the brisk commercially ambi- 
tious of the English were at variance. Here 
Mr. Lawrence has found the theme for his 
tale—a theme older than “Romeo and Juliet,” 
and ever new. Perry North, a young sur- 
veyor of Puritan antecedents and principles, 
and Marie Beauceeur, a bewitching and ca- 
pricious French Catholic girl of high birth, 
play the immemoria] ‘réles. 
are many; their ultimate joy a foregone con- 
clusion. Adventures by sea and land, dan- 
gers of war and peace are theirs. Jealousy, 
treachery, conscience, training, are al] their 
foes. But love overrides everything in the 
good, old fashioned way, and the lovers come 
together. . 

The story is drawn out too far, perhaps, and 
the adventures are, many Of them, too little 
related to the tale; but the story is readable, 
and the picture it conveys of life in territorial 
Michigan is as faithful, no doubt, as that 
usually found in the historical novel. Mich- 
igan has a romantic history which has not 
been made much of by the purveyors of fic- 
tion, and it is only fair that she should have 
her own particular tale. It has been fairly 
well told by Mr. Lawrence, but the book 
comes, unfortunately, when one turns from 
a historical tale with almost as much avers- 
fon ag from a biblical novel. Mr. Lawrence 
has shown capacity and imagination. Hav- 
ing done his duty by his native state, let him 
now direct his cheerful. courageous, and in- 
ventive as to something more honestly 
creative. will find a cordial audience 
awaiting him. (Little, Brown & Co., Boston.) 


Miss Helen Pitkin, a young lady of both 
social and benevolent prominence in the 
south, has written a weird and remark- 
able novel entitied “AN ANGEL BY 
BREVET.” The story is of New Or- 
leans since the war, in an old creole family. 
The leisurely life, the graceful customs, the 
curious superstitions of such a family are 
well depicted, and the tale hinges upon voo- 
dooism. Miss Pitkin has dilated upon her 
theme with eloquence and extraordinary 
power, and one will look a long time in Amer- 
ican literature without finding anything so 
terrible and fascinating as her descriptions 
of voodoo enchantments, This young author 
is to be complimented upon the power and 
terror of these scenes. 

The hand of the neophyte is apparent, how- 
ever, in the badly welded tale, in the shadowy 
character of certain of the personages, and 
in the persistent use of obsolete and curious 
|} words. It is a good thing to acquire a large 
vocabulary and then not to useit. But the 
young grammarian, in the first flush of pow- 
er that is felt at the possession of an ex- 
tensive vehicle for thought, is lable to be 
carried beyond the realm of good taste. It 
may be said that Miss Pitkin is a writer of 
good promise. Her present achievement, 
though interesting, is faulty. (J. B. Lippin- 
cott company.)

SON,” by Augustus C, Buell 
(Charles Scribner's Sons), is more 

racy than biographies usually are, 

and ts a highly entertaining book. 
Not an undiscriminating panegyric, it aims to 
| present Jackson as he really was, the bad 
with the.good, and the net result is to leave 
the general with even more elaim to the ad- 
miration of his countrymen than if his faults 
had been suppressed. 


Jackson is remembered chiefly as the hero 


of New Orleans, the imaugurator of the 
spoils system, and the enemy of the United 
States bank. Mr. Buell in his excellent ac- 
count of the events leading up to the battle 
of New Orleans and the battle itself, makes 
plain the importdnce of that victory, even 
‘though the treaty of peace had been already 
signed. The authorities cited give good rea- 
eon to believe that in the event of success 
the British were prepared to hold Louisiana 
indefinitely as trustees for Spain, on the 
ground that Napoleon's title to the territory 
was faulty and that he could not have given 
the United States any rights there. Jack» 
son's victory saved the territory whose pur- 
chase has been celebrated this year. 

Jackson was an expansionist. Twice, with- 
out authority, he invaded Florida, and indi- 
rectly compelled the Spaniards to sel} that 
province to the United States. He aided in 


ing money and writing letters of encourage- 
ment to Houston, although he was at that 
time president of the United States and Mex- 
ico was a friendly nation. His last expres- 
sion on public policy was a letter signed a 
few hours before his death urging President 
Polk to stand firm for the Oregon boundary 
line of fty-four forty, even if war must 


Their troubles 


follow. 

Mr. Buell is in hearty sympathy with Jack- 
son as to the inadvisability of allowing im- 
portant government positions to be held by 
enemies of the government, but believes the 
actual number of removals for political rea- 
sons by Jackson to have been greatly exag- 
gerated. In the destruction of the United 
States bank he believes Jackson to have 
Made a mistake. Many of the anécdotes told 
of Jackson are new, having been gathered 
by the author many years ago from people 
who knew Jackson personally. In the pages 
not enlivened by anecdote the importance of 
the subject and the charm of the author's 
style make the volumes better reading than 
many a book whose only aim is to please. ’ 


“RECOLLECTIONS AND LETTERS 
OF GEN. ROBERT E. LER,” by his eon, 
Robert Lee (Doubleday, Page & Co.), will 
not tage the place of more elaborate and 
systematic biographies of Gen. Lee, but will 
supplement them by the intimate recollec- 
tions of one of his ownfamily. The relations 
of the son and father were not of that de- 
lightfully familiar kind that sometimes is 
found, but still afforded opportunities not 
open to others. The father was away from 
home on military duty so much that he did 
not always know his youngest son when he 
met him. The boy’s first recollection of his 
father was their meeting after the Mexican 
war. The captain pushed through the as- 
semblage of friends and kinsmen gathered 
to meet him, calling for his boy, and seized 
and kissed, not the expectant Robert, but a 
visitor's child of the same age! When the 
civil war broke out the two had seen practic- 
ally nothing of each other for six years, and 
when in the second year of the War the boy 
was allowed to leave school and enlist as a 
private in a battery, it is not to be wondered 
at that when they met it was necessary for 
the son to introduce himself. Afterwards 
the son became a cavalry officer and was 
brought into more intimate relations with his 
father. It is an interesting side light on 
American democracy that no one thought it 
at all strange that the son of the commanding 
general should be serving as a private. 

The war period occupies a comparatively 
small part of the volume. Gen. Lee showed 
his personal excellence conspicuously in his 
labors for the benefit of the young men of 
Washington college (now Washington and 
Lee), and in the other peaceful tasks which 
occupied his last years. The devotion of 
which he was the object would have turned 
a weaker head.

SHARES TO AMOUNT OF $7,000,000 
SOLD IN NEW YORK. 


Net Gatn of Common 1% and of Pre-

New... York, Nov. 25.—[{ Special. }—United 
States Steel issues reached new heights in 
the stock market, netting advances of 1% 
and 4% per cent for common and preferred 
respectively. Even at these high prices the 
stock was absorbed in excess of $7,000,000, 
which probably is ‘the record for a day’s 
dealing in an individual] stock in this mar- 
ket. This high trading is probably a reflec- 
tion of the state of the steel and iron trade, 
in which an advance of $3 per ton in bar 
iron by one independent concern today is an 
illustration. That this advance has been, 
or will be, followed by kindred companies 
admits of little doubt. 

Out of town banks and other financial) in- 
stitutions were lenders of money on Call 
in this market today. Save for some mo- 
ments of hesitation, the market held strong 
throughout the afternoon. Heavy buying 
of Reading stimulated buying in the other 
coalers. The steel issues and stocks of sim- 
ilar independent companies registered fur- 
ther gains and closing: prices in this group 
were in many instances the best of the day. 
The most marked exception to the general 
rise was Union Pacific, which was under 
pressure all day and made a net fractional 
decline. 

The minor steel and iron stocks advanced 
1 to 3 per cent. Like gains were made by 
the coal shares. Elsewhere in the active 
list material gains on the day were scored 
by Illinois Central, Great Northern pre- 
ferred, Erie seconds and Great Western 
debentures.

(eral agents. The territory will comprise Iili- 
nois, lowa, Michigan, Ohio, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Missouri. Leo A. Loeb has just 
returned from Philadelphia, where he com- 
pleted arrangements with the officials of the 
company. He will become a director in the 
corporation. 

The Philadelphia Fire now writes surplus 
lines in the west, but will regularly enter the 
states to do an agency business. It has in- 
creased its capital to $200,000 and its sur- 
plus to $120,000. This makes the fifth com- 
pany for which the Loeb office is acting as 
general agents in the west. 

It is announced that the newly organized 
Alliance Fire of Philadelphia may replace 
the Philadelphia Underwriters and reinsure 
the latter’s business.

DREDGEMEN SENT 
“TO THE ISTHMUS 


Two Hired in Chicago and 
Nearly 200 More Expected 
to Follow Laetr. 


‘MESSENGERS ON STRIKE. 


Boys Employed by Postal Com- 
‘pany Out Half an Honr, but 
Fail to Tell Why. 


Two dredgemen, the first engaged for work 
én the isthmian canal, left Chicago yesterday 
for Panama. They were William Bates, 
dredge engineer, and Philip Bates, his broth- 
er, craneman. They were engaged through 
the office of the International Brotherhood of 
Steam Shovel and Dredge Men, the members 
of which organization will be hired for the 
work. 


The engineers will receive $190 and the 
eranemen $166 a month on the canal. On the 
great lakes and elsewhere in the United 
States and Canada the same men are paid 

and $80 respectively. The higher wage 

scale will be paid in Panama because of the 
climate. When the question of the rate for 
‘the work came before the convention of the 
spring in Chicago the scale 


¢eranemen. 

Conferences between Chief Engineer John 
¥. Walace for the government and Secretary 
T. J. Dolan Jr. of the brotherhood led to the 
conclusion that this was excessive and the 
lower raté wae decided on. The men will be 
furnished. free transportation from New 
York to Colon and return. While in the gov- 
ernment service they will be provided with 
board and room free and will be cared for in 
government hospitals if sick. 


“ Within eighteen months,” Dolan sald, “I 


expect that 200 dredgemen will be working 
on the canal on sixty steam shovels.” 


Messenger Boys Strike. 


The fifty messenger boys of the board of 
trade office of the Postal Telegraph company 
struck in the middle of the afternoon. Half 
an hour later all were back at work. 

At 8:30 o’clock the force stampeded. The 
boye marched up La Salle street to the rooms 
kept for them by the company at 165 Wash- 
ington street. Manager W. E. Griffiths went 
to find out the grievance of the strikers. 

The boys hid behind one another in em- 
barrassment but their champion failed to 
appear and they lost heart and one by one 
left the room. In a few minutes the whole 
force was again on duty. The representa- 
tives of the company said they went back 
under the same conditions and wages as pre- 
vailed before. The boys told another story. 

“We were getting 1 cent a message and 
we struck for 1% cents,”’ one of the messen- 
gers said. ‘“‘ As soon as the manager heard 
what we wanted, he just gave right in with- 
out argument. And he says none of us is 
to get ‘canned’ for striking, either.”’ 


Indicted Under Warehouse Act. 


The Employer@ association reaped more 
fruite from Judge Kavanagh's decision that 
the railroad and warehouse act applied to 
labor disturbances when John Spiess, Hugo 
Pfeiffer, John Nolle, and Emil Lippert were 
indicted om the charge of interfering with 
the business of the Huesner Baking com- 
pany. 

Labor Notes. 


No progress was made fn the strike of the 
eattle butchers at the Hammond company 
plant. The men in the other houses were 
not called out. Further strikes are expected 
early next week. An official of the Ham- 
Mond company said that 900 cattle were 
slaughtered and that 1,200 would be handled 
Monday. ‘The men brought to Chicago from 
the west to take the places of the strikers, 
he said, had not deserted. 

The leaders of the garment workers, who 
are out in the special order shops of the 
city, reported that 450 more tailors had 
struck. Part of these were members of the 
union, but most were not.

CALLS SCHOOL BOARD “UNFAIR.” 


TYohn P. Croak Complains That Its Horses 
Are Shod in a Nonunion 
Shop. 


The buildings and grounds committee o’ 
the board of education voted yesterday to in- 
vestigate the question of shoeing the horges 
belonging to the board. John P. Croak ap- 
peared before the committee and told the 
members the board was not living up to its 
recent action when it was decided to pay 
as high a price as other city departments 
and commercial houses. 

Croak declared the board was having its 
horses shod in an “unfair shop,”’ and al- 
leged that some “ pull” had been used in 
giving the contract. 

Trustee Thompson requested that a school 
building yet to be built be named the Henry 
D. Licoyd building, in honor of Mr. Lloyd. 
The suggestion was accepted.

CITY MAY BUY WATER WORKS. 


One of Alternative Plans for Giving 
_ Rogers Park Same Rate as Rest 
of Chicago. 


The purchase of the plant of the Rogers 
Park Water company, or en: ring into com- 
petition with it, were the alternatives pre- 
sented to the finance committee yesterday by 
Chairman Bennett. The people of the 
suburd are clamoring for regular city water 
rates, which are said to be one-third lower 
than those of the private company. 

“The company offers to sell to the city 
for $300,000, and to take its pay in bonds to 
be paid out of the receipts from the pliant,” 
Chairman Bennett said. 

The city pays the company $18,500 yearly 
for rent of 675 hydrants, and Ald. Blake was 
instructed to report why so many hydrants 
were used.

If Colorado Supreme Court Should Ex- 
clade Contested Precincts Result 
Would Be a Majority for Executive 
and Republican Legisiature — Both 
Parties Secure Funds to Push Con- 
test—Demeocrat Said te Have Voted 
More than 100 Times Election Day.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 25.—{Special.}]—The 
feeling in Denver today is stronger than at 
any time since the election contest started 
that Gov. Peabody will continue in power. 
His office depends on the action the Supreme

MOVE TO END PLUMBERS 
AND STEAMFITTERS’ FIGHT. 


Boston Representatives Ask for a Com- 
mittee of Seven—Engineers Defeat 


Brewers. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 25.—[Special.}— 
It looks now as if the long drawn out dis- 
pute between the plumbers and steamfitters, 
which has brought much woe to the central 
federations of labor of Chicago, Washington, 
Indianapolis, and its Nkely to do the same 
to the central bodies of Boston, New York, 
and St. s, is to be settled. It wae this 
‘trouble in a measure that led to the unseat- 
ing of Delegate Schardt and the revoking 
of the charter of the Chicago body. 

The new move comes in the form of a res- 
olution presented by Dennis Driscolt of Bos- 
ton to the committee on resolutions and calls 
for the appointment of a committee of seven, 
three to be selected by the plumbers and 
three by the steamfitters and the seventh 
to be chosen by the six. The decision of this 
committee is to be final, and ie to settle once 
and for all whether or not the steamfitters 
are to be granted a charter by the American 
Federation. 

The only probability of a hitch is the op- 
position of the plumbers, who contend that 
the move is unconstitutional and that three 
years should elapse before the matter can 
be taken up again. The whole matter is 
now in the hands of the committee on reso- 
lutions and has not yet been presented to 
the convention. 

After spending almost the entire day ina 
bitter debate, the difference between the 
Brewery Workers’ union and the Interne- 
tional Brotherhoods of Engineers, Firemen, 
and Teamsters was settled in favor of the 
engineers by the American Federation of 
Labor. This permits the engineers, firemen, 
and teamsters to elect whether or not they 
shall secede from the Brewery Workers’ un- 
ion. 

A resolution to do away with the Wash- 
ington lobby was voted down after the so- 
cialistic delegates had made speeches in fa- 
vor of its . The soctaliste were op- 
posed on the floor by President Gompers.
